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Somber day sets mood 


Nearly 2,000 people march against abortion

Somber gray skies, a chill 
wind and depressing, spitting 
rain accented the mood of nearly 
2,000 people gathered in down- 
town San Diego Jan. 22 in 
memory of more than three 
million babies slaughtered 
through abortion in the U.S. 


Picking up their cadence from 


‘Chopin’s ‘‘Funeral March’’, 


played by the St. Augustine 
High School Band, the pro-life 
advocates from throughout the 
county marched near city hall to 
remember and to protest the 
U.S. Supreme Court decision of 
Jan. 22, 1973, which legalized 
abortion across the land. 


FOLLOWING the march more 
than 1,200 participants gathered 
in the community concourse mall 
for a brief memorial service. 
Speakers at the service included 
pro-life advocates from the 
Jewish, Protestant and Catholic 
communities. 


Nancy Brown, a member of 
the county’s Status of Women 
commission, said the abortion 
tide in the U.S. can be stemmed 
if pro-life advocates will get 
actively involved educating the 
public to the horrors of abortion 
and working to bring voter 
pressure to bear on politicians. 


She also said pro-life advo- 
cates can help eliminate abortion 
by becoming more sensitive to 
the needs of women, particularly 
unwed mothers, and to issues 
facing women in society today. 
“We have to stop driving 
women to the abortion table,’’ 
she said. 


San Diego City Councilman 
Lee Hubbard spoke at the 
service only minutes after the 
council voted down a resolution 
he cosponsored to close Black’s 
Beach, the city’s controversial 
nude bathing area. 


“THE BREATH of life is the 
most important thing we have on 
the face of this earth,’’ Council- 
man Hubbard said. ‘‘Abortion is 
an issue that cannot be lightly 
brushed aside. We need a 
constitutional amendment to 
combat abortion, and we need 
your support to get it passed.”’ 


The march and memorial 
service were coordinated by the 
Right-to-Life Council, Con- 
cerned Citizens for Human Life 
and the San Diego Pro-Life 
League. 


Later that evening the Pro-Life 
League held its annual memorial 
dinner to raise money to support 
its abortion alternative hotline, 
583-LIFE, and its pro-life educa- 
tional activities. 

‘‘A TREMENDOUS effort has 


to be made to carry out a 
program of education to show 


people that abortion is killing 


life,’’ said the dinner’s keynote 
speaker, Michael 
Southern Cross editor. 

“As strange as it may seem,”’ 
he told more than 200 people 
attending the dinner, ‘‘we face a 
situation where far too many 
people do not readily accept this 
premise—including about 60 per 
cent of Catholics. 


““‘We have a massive job of 
re-educating the public. Our 
task is not helped by those

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denies misusing refugee funds

Charges that the refugee resettlement 
office of the diocesan Catholic Community 
Services has mishandled federal funds 
provided to aid refugees ‘‘are completely 
without basis in fact,’’ said Mrs. Helen 
Ettorre, resettlement director. 


Nguyen Anh Giao, a Vietnamese refugee, 
made the charges in a letter published in the 
Jan. 25 edition of the San Diego Union. 


HE CLAIMED that the resettlement office 
denied him financial assistance under the 
Refugee Resettlement Act of 1975 in which 
Congress appropriated $4.5 million for 
resettling Vietnamese refugees through 
voluntary agencies. e 


Mrs. Ettorre said that Ngyuyen’s charges 
were ‘‘false and based on misunderstanding 
of the resettlement program as conducted by 
the United States Catholic Conference 


(USCC).’’ The diocesan office works in 


conjunction with the USCC. 


Nguyen claimed he was denied $500 in 
financial assistance by the refugee office 
after his savings were stolen by burglars. He 
said in the letter: “‘As I understood the 
money the government gave each (volun- 
tary) agency was based on the $500-refugee 
criteria.

money) has gone,’’ Nguyen concluded. 


‘We do not have the money in our hands 
or in our office,’’ Mrs. Ettorre said. ‘‘We

SNOOPY stands for the Society of 
Northern Organizations Operating Primarily 
for You, and it was organized by Father 
Gerald Butler, director of the Center for 
Christian Development here. 


FATHER BUTLER said that SNOOPY 
consists of all the Catholic service 
organizations, including his office, Catholic 
Community Services, campus ministry, 
schools and the youth. ministry, serving 
Catholics in San Bernardino and Riverside 
counties. 


“The idea for SNOOPY has been in the 


‘works for some time, but we decided to 


launch it now making the promotion of 
Stewardship ’76 one of our initial projects,” 
Father Butler said. 

Bill Standing, diocesan development 
director and Stewardship coordinator, noted 
that all the members of SNOOPY receive 
allocations from the diocesan share of 
Stewardship proceeds. : 


zations. of SNOOPY will 


reimbursed by the government through the 
national USCC office only after we forward 
receipted bills to them.”’ 


She said the $500 was the figure agreed 
between the federal government and the 
national USCC office, and that the money is 
intended to help defray the cost of resettling 
refugees into American society. ‘‘The money 
was never intended to be paid as a direct 
subsidy to each refugee,”’ Mrs. Ettorre said: 


A REFUGEE or his sponsor must present 
receipted bills to her office to receive 
financial aid, according to Mrs. Ettorre. “‘If 
the aid request is approved, we will take the 
receipted bills and pay the refugee. 


“*Then we forward the receipted bills and 
necessary paperwork to the national USCC 
office and they reimburse us. These are the 
rules that have been spelled out to us and 
this is the procedure we have followed since 
the inception of the program,’’ Mrs. Ettorre 
said. 

She said that her office does not grant 
assistance to any refugee who has not been 
processed through USCC, for any luxuries 
such as cars or televisions or if the refugee is 
self-sufficient, is able to pay all his own 
expenses and one or more of his family have 
a good job. 

“MIR. NGUYEN has an excellent job 


. working with computers, and he and his wife 


have no family with them,’’ Mrs. Ettorre 
said. 


If a refugee is denied assistance ‘‘after 
coming to us seeking help, it is due to our 
thorough investigation of all the facts and 
the denial is based on the income of the 
refugee, his being self-sufficient, in no dire 
need or-on welfare,’’ Mrs. Ettorre said. 


‘Snoopy’ has Stewardship role 


“| AM DELIGHTED that Father Butler 


and the leaders of the other northern- 


organizations have formed SNOOPY and as 
one of their first projects have elected to 
encourage Catholics in their area to support 
Stewardship,’’ Standing said. ‘‘The organi-

Father Butler pointed out that promoting 
Stewardship was only the initial goal of 
SNOOPY. ‘‘The general idea is to coordinate 
our efforts to decide what thrust Church life 
should take in the north, and then work 
together toward that end with improved 
communications and without duplicating our 
efforts.”’ 

Stewardship ’°76 officially began with 
special Masses in parishes across the 
diocese last weekend. Special Masses will be 
offered again this weekend, Jan. 31, and 
Feb. 1, and the first Stewardship Commit- 
ment Sunday will be Feb. 8. 


STANDING NOTED that the goal for this 
year’s program will again be $2 million with 
each parish assigned a target figure of its 
share in the goal. Also, the diocese will 
again share the proceeds of the drive with 
the parishes on a 50 per cent basis, but the 
diocese will keep the first 50 per cent of the 


collection.

The annual three-day CCD Congress Feb. 
6-8 will be the largest combined celebration 
in the history of the diocese. 


During the congress, which is titled ‘‘Ring 
Out Freedom’’, special Masses and other 
events will mark the nation’s Bicentennial, 
the commencement of the diocesan Synod 
and the International Eucharistic Congress 
to be held in Philadelphia later this year. 


HIGHLIGHTING the three days of 
seminars and nearly 70 religious education 
workshops will be two special Masses in the 
Golden Hall of the Charles C. Dail 
Community Concourse, San Diego, the 
congress center. 


The diocesan Bicentennial Mass at 8 p.m. 
on Friday, Feb. 6, will open the congress. 
Preceding the Mass, according to Dr. H. 
Giles Schmid, diocesan superintendent. of 
schools, more than 2,000 children from 
Catholic grade schools across the diocese, 
will hold a ‘‘Happy Birthday, America”’ rally 
in the concourse mall. 

Archbishop Jean Jadot, apostolic delegate 
to the U.S., will be on hand for all three days 
of the congress and will be the principal 


_celebrant of the closing congress Mass on 


Sunday, Feb. 8, which marks the ‘‘gradua- 


tion’’ of the diocesan Synod. 


KEYNOTE SPEAKER for the three-day 
congress for religious education will be 
Father Bryan Hehir of the Boston archdio- 
cese whose address will be titled “‘Ring Out 
Freedom’’. Father Hehir, currently associ- 
ate secretary of the Office of International 
Justice and Peace, will also conduct a 
workshop, ‘‘Freedom isn’t Free’’. 


“The Biblical Foundation of Freedom”’ 
will be the subject of another main speaker, 
Father Eugene Maly of Cincinnati, a noted 
scripture scholar. 


Brother Joseph Davis, executive director 
of the National Office for Black Catholics will 
conduct workshops on ‘‘Religious Education 
in the Black Community’’. 


NOTED LITURGY expert and regular 
contributor to SC’s Insights in Faith series, 
Father Joseph Champlin of Fulton, N.Y..,. 
will lead workshops on liturgy planning and 
the new Rite of Penance. ‘ 

Although 736 people have already 
registered for the congress, space is still 
available for those who wish to attend, 
according to Father William Gold, director of 
the CCD office. ‘‘However, anyone who 
wishes to attend and who has not registered, 


is asked to register at the door at the ~ 


congress opening,’’ Father Gold said.

among the anti-abortion forces who make 


abortion their one and only stand in life, for 
Church or for God,’’ Newman said. 


“IT IS NO good calling people names. We 
must accept the fact that our world is 
populated by confused people to whom the 
problem of the unborn child is just one more 
thing too many to worry about,”’ he said. 


Bishop Leo T. Maher, in a statement read 
at the dinner by Msgr. Mark Doran, 
diocesan Catholic Community Services 
director, said: ‘‘Many Americans of various 
religious persuasions are convinced that 


abortion is morally wrong and that a policy of 


permissive abortion is contrary to American 
constitutional principles. 


~ “Those of us who share this moral 
conviction do not seek to impose our 
religious beliefs on American society, but as 
citizens of this nation we find it appropriate 
to ask that the law be faithful to its own 
principle—that the right to life is an 
inalienable right given to everyone by the 
Creator,’’ the bishop said. 


“FURTHERMORE, exercising our rights 
as citizens and enjoying the freedom assured 
us by the First Amendment, we should 
commit ourselves to the establishment of a 
system of law that will provide legal 


protection for life from conception to natural 
death. 

‘We havea duty,’’ Bishop Maher 
concluded, ‘‘to speak in behalf of human life 
and to encourage a just social order and a 
_system of justice that protects basic human 
rights. Laws that permit the arbitrary 
destruction of human life—before as well as 
after birth—are unjust and immoral.”’ 

Religious traditions demand respect for 
human life, said Bishop Robert Wolterstorff 
of the San Diego Episcopal diocese in a 
statement read at the dinner by the Rev. W. 
Francis B. Maguire, Church of the Good 
Shepherd, San Diego. 

“THERE IS NO question of the value of 
human life, and I call upon every individual 
to acknowledge the basic right to life,’’ 

_Bishop Wolterstorff said. 

In a press conference immediately 

preceding the dinner, Edmond Farrell 
-announced that Mrs. Ellen McCormack, a 
New York housewife who is seeking the 
Democratic presidential nomination on a 
pro-life ticket, has qualified as a nationally 
recognized candidate and is now entitled to 
federal matching campaign funds. 

Farrell, who has headed the organization 
promoting the McCormack candidacy, also 
announced that Bert Shamsky, a Solana 
Beach attorney, has been named _ state 
manager for Mrs. McCormack.

The Pope speaks 


Exhortation to evangelization 


The objectives of the Second Vatican Council 
are definitely summed up in this single one: to 
make the Church of the 20th century even 
better fitted for proclaiming the gospel to the 
people of the 20th century. One too frequently 
hears it said that to impose a truth, be it that of 
the gospel, or to impose a way, be it that of 
salvation, can only be a violation of religious 
liberty. 


It would certainly be an error to impose 
something on the consciences of our brethren. 


But to propose to their consciences the truth of 
the gospel and salvation in Jesus Christ, far 


. fully respect that liberty which is offered the 
choice of a way that even nonbelievers consider 
noble and uplifting. 


Why should only falsehood and_ error, 
debasement and pornography have the right to 
be put before the people and often, 
unfortunately, imposed on them by the 
destructive propaganda of the mass media, by 
the tolerance of legislation, the timidity of the 
good and the impudence of the wicked? 


The respectful presentation of Christ and his 
‘kingdom is more than the evangelizer’s right, it 
is his duty. It is likewise the right of his 

. fellowmen to receive from him the proclamation 
of the good news of salvation. 


The Church has the duty to proclaim the 
liberation of millions of people in the Third 
World, many of whom are her own 
children—the duty of assisting the birth of this 
liberation, of giving witness to it, of insuring 
that it is complete. But the Church must not fall 
into the frequent temptation of reducing her 
mission to a simple temporal project. 


The Church's contribution to liberation is 
incomplete if she neglects to proclaim salvation 
in Jesus Christ. Without that the Church’s 
message of liberation would no longer have any 
originality and would easily open to monopoliz- 
ation and manipulation by ideological systems 
and political parties. 


All temporal and political liberation carries 
within itself the germ of its own negation when 
it does not include a truly Spiritual 
dimension—From recent papal document 
““Evangelii Nuntiandi’’

-O God our help... 


It is always with a sense of impending mortal sin 
that | sing, ‘“‘O God our help in ages past.’’ 
Growing up in an atmosphere of suspicion and near 
hatred between Catholics and Protestants, that 
hymn signified for us Catholics a_ typically 
Protestant service, from which we were forbidden, 
on pain of sin. For, as the catechism clearly stated, 
taking part ‘‘in the services or prayers of a false 
religion’ was taboo. 


Now we can happily sing’ so many hymns 
previously regarded as strictly non-Catholic, and 
we Can pray together with our Christian and Jewish 
friends without fear of offending either the 
Almighty or the Pope. Last week was an excellent 
case in point, where the Octave of Christian Unity 
was commemorated by special prayers and 
services, interchanges of pulpits and a general 
feeling that prayer is certainly bringing us closer to 
the ideal of Jesus: ‘’That they may be one, Father, 
as you and | are one.’’ 


However, unity is not helped by prayers. such as 
One at the annual assembly of the San Diego 
County Ecumenical conference last Sunday, which 
began ‘’Mother and Father God.’ .’’ 


Greater response 


It was.good to see bigger crowds for both the 
March for Lifé and the annual: pro-life dinner, 
marking the Supreme Court’s “‘day of infamy’’, 
Jan. 22. It is going to bea long, frustrating process, 
re-educating people to believe that life in the womb 
is just as sacrosanct as life outside it. 

There is a whole barrage of amoral rationaliza- 
tion about abortion which has to be counteracted. 
But we have to take people from this position and 
educate them, and must not be too readily 
disconcerted—and certainly not angry—if they do 
not immediately see our point of view. 

Golf: liturgical season 

The liturgical calendar for golf is again taking 
shape around Southern California, as we mark the 
Bing Crosby clambake at Monterey and soon move 
into the Andy Williams Open in San Diego, closely 
followed by the Desert Classic events around Palm 
Springs and Indian Wells. Golf has been described 
as an ideal game for priests, and many of our clergy 


enjoy it. But, as someone said to me the other day: 


“Don’t ever fall sick enough to need a doctor and a 
priest on a Wednesday...’’ 


Kindly pastor retiring ; 
‘Come St. Patrick’s day and | shall be. off,’”’ 


Msgr. John Bland, pastor of Holy Rosary parish, 


San Bernardino, told me, recently. Ordained for 
this diocese in 1939, the monsignor has certainly 
done the rounds .of parishes in our far-flung 
disparate diocese, from Needles to Blythe, from 
desert to mountains. He’s been pastor at Holy 
Rosary since 1962, when he was moved from Holy 
Family in Linda Vista, San Diego. Now he is set to 
retire from a pastoral career which put several 
parishes on their financial and spiritual feet and 
earned for Msgr. Bland friends among priests and 
laity alike. 

So on March 17, the former ‘‘desert rat’’ who has 
helped to train many an associate and who has 


served this diocese for almost as long as it has been 
established, will be able to take a little time out 
from the regular round of pastoral responsibility. 


Farm Labor Board danger 

The agricultural labor board, set’ up by the state 
to deal with vexed questions which have plagued 
California agriculture for years, might be killed for... 
lack of funds. Under Bishop Roger Mahoney tha 
board has endeavored to carry out its mandate of 
recording the views of the laborers regarding 
unionization. But unless the legislature votes more 
funds the board will be unable to function. 


Their task has been an unenviable one, for which 
they have received more criticism than praise, an 
almost inevitable result of being in the middle of a 
cauldron of feelings. | still have reservations about 
the wisdom of a Catholic bishop accepting the 
full-time government post as chairman of ‘the 
board, however. : 


Those abortion figures @ 


In Vietnam days we became used to the news 
jargon—promoted by the Pentagon—of ‘‘body 
count’’ which minimized the effect of the daily 
slaughter figures. But what about the “body 
count’ in our hospitals daily by abortion? In San 
Diego five hospitals performed 1,975 abortions in 
1974; in Oceanside two hospitals performed 221 
abortions; in La Mesa two hospitals. performed 494, 
and in National City there were 77 abortions; Chula 
Vista 191, and Escondido 60. 


These figures have been compiled by the San 
Diego County Right to Life Council, and Father Bill 
Springer, of All Hallows, quoted them in a letter to 


the San Diego Union. And what did he get in reply? @ 


A virtual avalanche of opposing letters from the 
‘freedom lovers’’, but not one letter in support of 
his stand against abortion until a week later, when 
reaction from pro-life groups to the attacks on 
Father Springer appeared. 


Perhaps there has been too much reaction over 
abortion and not enough positive education. 


Chimes on campus 

The Catholicity of the campus of the University of 
San Diego has certainly been enhanced by the new 
electronic chimes and carillon installed in the 
beautiful campanile, the central architectural 


feature of the campus. Thanks to the generosity of a 


Mr. and Mrs. Gene Trepte the hours ring out in 
Westminster style, and five minutes before ‘‘Mass 
time’ there’s the warning chimes. And at 15 
minutes after the hour we are occasionally regaled 
with carols or hymns, depending on the time of 
year. 


Too few churches have chimes these days, 
probably due to local residential opposition. | 
remember there was a problem at All Hallows, La 
Jolla, with theirs, owing to neighbor discontent at 
the chiming hours. But St. Brigid’s, Pacific Beach, 
marks every quarter hour without fear or favor. 
And the Benedictine Sisters of Perpetual Adoration 
at their convent on Paducah Drive, Clairemont, 
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chime the hours and uplift the residents with hymn ® ® 


melodies which float across Mission Bay. 


The strong need compassion, too 


We were talking...about the kind of 
emotional strength that brings people 
through calamity and grief and how it 
affects those of us who stand on the 
sidelines. 


Several times recently, sudden 
death or sickness have struck friends 
and their families. Then, too, there 
have been the lingering, debilitating 
illnesses of others. In each case, oddly 
enough, it has been the man who was 
afflicted, and in each case someone 
has said of his wife, ‘‘How wonderful- 
ly she bears it. How strong she is.’’ 


I NOTICED the different inflections 
of voice as different people made the 
same observation. ‘/She is strong.’’ 
And it set me thinking of what we, the 
onlookers, expect of someone in such 
circumstances and what we feel is 
expected of us. 


Most of us—all of us, | am 
sure—are shocked and moved, truly 
wanting to be of some help. But. we 
are inhibited by a lack of real 
experience of where the need lies, or 


how adequately to express our ° 
concern. 
People are different. Some find 


comfort and support in the presence of 


many friends and near acquaintances 
at these times; others, although their 
need of supportive words and prayer 
is no less, may find the need to 
acknowledge and recognize the pres- 
ence of others an added burden. 


ON THE WHOLE, | think, we 
experience a certain diffidence, a 
frustrating uncertainty. Sometimes 
we are relieved to be able to note, 
“She is strong.’’ Her strength 
removes us from responsibility. She 
can ‘‘handle it’’. She doesn’t need 
me.-! can relax. It is a relief to find 
people who are ‘‘strong.’’ We can 
admire them and let them carry their 
own burdens without guilt. 


From the stoics among us, there is 
another, more subtle, inflection, ‘‘She 
is strong, and rightly so.’’ What. else 
should one ‘expect? Nonstop hyster- 


_ics?. We are meant to face the 


difficulties of life with strength and 
fortitude—to do less is an affront to 
human dignity. The attitude is not one 
of relief but justification. It is right 
and proper to face tribulation cour- 
ageously and we have a duty to allow a 
person the opportunity to develop that 
potential—alone if necessary. 


There are others, thank God, who 


will view che contained suffering with 
compassion and whose tone. will 
betray their own empathetic pain. 
These are the people who truly love 
her or who have known grief too well 
themselves. In her strength they see 
the possibility of additional suffering 
and loneliness. 


HER NEED, they sense, is not less- 


than anothers, but perhaps more. It is 
not easy to be strong, to accept pain 
and deprivation without some kind of 
collapse or withdrawal from reality. It 
is not easy to look at reality and see 
what is there and accept it. 

It is not easy to hear the silent 
scream within oneself and know it 
must not be released, nor to feel the 
pressure of the flood of tears yet 
retain control of the dam gates. 


Strength is its own burden. It 
involves a continuing exercise of the 
will, arelentless choice for control and 
resignation. And | believe, the strong 
person needs the assurance that his or 
her strength is not misunderstood. 
They need our discernment that their 
anguish is as great, their loss as 
acutely felt, the quiet support and 
remembrance of friends as vital and 
important for them as for those who 


are less strong. 


| HAVE OFTEN thought how 
valuable it would be if the scores of 
sympathy cards and tokens which 
usually overwhelm a family at time of 
death, serious illness, | surgery or 
tragedy, were dispersed over several 
weeks—even months— instead of ar- 
riving ali at once. It seems to me that 
the worst time for the grief-stricken 
must be when everything has 
“‘returned to normal’’, and friends 
and children have gone back to work 
and school and the old routine creeps 
inexorably back. 


Often this is when the loss and the 
loneliness are most sharply felt. This 
is when a warm, cheerful note, a small 
gift of flowers, a Mass card or 
telephone call has real value. Some 
gesture of friendship to show the 
understanding that adjustment is a 
long and difficult process! A hand 
reached out in love and respect for the 
mystery of suffering! 


‘’She is strong’’ may be true. But, 
God help her, she needs all

strength we can give her, so that as 


her own resources weaken, she may 
reach out and draw something from us

Supreme Court's mistakes 


Our government has the obligation to 
protect our human lives no matter what 
stage of development we are in. If we do not 
have the right to life, what rights do we 
have? As Thomas Jefferson said, ‘“The care 
of human life and happiness, and not their 
destruction, is the first and only legitimate 
‘object of good government.”’ 


A majority of Americans may have felt 
that the attitude ‘‘the only good Indian is a 
dead one’’ was permissible. A majority of 
Americans may have felt that slavery was 
permissible. A majority of Americans today 
may feel that abortion is permissible. Does 
that make it right? 


The U.S. Supreme Court on March 6, 
1857, made a mistake about Dred Scott and 
the blacks. They ruled that a slave was the 
property of the owner and could be bought 
and sold, used or even killed by the owner at 
the owner’s discretion. In 1868 the American 
people voted into effect the 13th and 14th 
Amendments ‘to the U.S. . Constitution 
correcting that mistake. 


On Jan. 22, 1973, the Supreme Court 
made a mistake about the unborn baby. The 
law allows a mother to destroy her unborn 
son or daughter. because he or she is a 
“‘burden’’. Someday soon the law will allow 


~ ason, a daughter or society to destroy the 


elderly mother because she is a ‘‘burden’’. 


If society can destroy human lives in the 
early stages of development, how much 
easier to justify destroying human lives in 
the final stages of development. “Ask not 
for whom the bell tolls, it tolls for thee.”’

Fables abounded in that area of the North 
American continent known as ““New”’ 


_ Mexico, many of them originating with Friar 


Marcos de Niza whose discovety of the 
Painted Desert, in 1519, touched off one of 
the most fabulous legends of all history, the 
Seven Golden Cities. 


As soon as it was determined to settle the 
region from the Vice Royalty of New Spain, 
Francisco Vasquez Coronado was given 
charge of a gigantic expedition of 200 
horsemen and 1,000 Indian allies. His 
discovery of the Rio Grande, the Colorado 
and the Grand Canyon was offset only by the 
inability to find the legendary cities. 


AMONG THE FRIARS accompanying the 
expedition was Juan Padilla, OFM, who 
stayed behind to become the country’s 
proto-martyr in 1542. 


The New Mexico natives were of a caliber 
far superior to those in Florida, and this fact 
greatly facilitated the missionary work 
among them. Indians there lived in villages, 
grew corn, raised cotton for clothes and 
exhibited numerous other characteristics of 
refinement not previously discernible among 
American Indians. Their subsequent slav- 
ery, brief though it was, remains an 
outstanding tragedy. 


Actual establishment of the New Mexico 
mission followed the arrival of Juan de 
Onate in 1598. His expedition, launched 
after three years of minute preparations, 
carried 400 men, nine Franciscan friars and

7,000 head of sheep and cattle. 


TAKING POSSESSION of the area in the 
name of the King of Spain, he set up Real de 


San Juan, the first such foundation in New - 


Mexico. Sante Fe, the nation’s second oldest 
city, was founded in 1610, and within a 
six-year period some 25 friars had 10,000 
natives under their tutelage, and the 
numbers continued to grow until the Great 
Rebellion of 1680. 


After that dreadful event, the few 
remaining white colonists fled to El Paso, 
leaving in their wake 400 massacred 
Spaniards and 21 friars. With characteristic 
zeal, the mission was reopened 12 years 
later and, by 1750, 17,000 natives were 
taking religious instructions. 


ECCLESIASTICAL jurisdiction in the area 
fell to Guadalajara, in 1548, and to Durango, 
in 1620, although the bishops of those 
dioceses had neither the time nor the means 
for episcopal visitations. 


By 1822, Santa Fe was able to celebrate a 
republican regime and for the first time the 
region was thrown open to American trade. 
Declaration of war on Mexico by the United 
States in 1846 brought a temporary panic to 
Santa Fe, until President James K. Polk sent 
a personal emissary ‘‘to protect the property 
of the Church.’’ : 


Pimeria Alta [Arizona] 


When the Society of Jesus left Florida in 
1571, they went to Pimeria Alta in northern 
Mexico where they opened a series of 
colleges for boys. Their northward advance 
into present-day Arizona began, in 1592, 
when Father Gonzalvo de Tapia proceeded 
along the Sierra Madre mountain range. By 
1645 there were 30 missions on the western

side of the range alone. 


ESTIMATES PLACE the Indian popula- 


tion in Arizona at 30,000, most of them 
engaged in agriculture and cotton produc- 
tion. Irrigation was introduced by the 
missionaries working out of Nuestra Senora 
de los Dolores in Sonora, a factor which won 
over many of the previously hostile natives 
to the Christian banner. 

In his diary, Flores Caelestiales, Father 
Eusebio Kino, the ‘‘ Apostle of Arizona’’, left 
detailed reports of his work among the 
neophytes as well as elaborate maps of many 
exploratory expeditions. The indefatigable 
missionary personally baptized more than 
4,000 souls before his death in 1711 at the 
age of 67. : 

Those years after Kino’s demise witnes- 
sed little missionary activity because of the 
frequent and savage raids of the Apache and 
Comanche. One historian has described old 
Arizona as ‘harsh, cruel land, at best barren 


and forbidding where life was one continued 
fight against the desert and the Apache 
Indians.”’ : 

IT IS QUITE understandable, then, why 
colonizers lost much of the zeal for 
populating the lands there. In 1722, a royal 


decree ordering a renewal of activity.was: 
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handed down, and Father Ignatius Keller, 
along with a handful of Jesuit companions, 
reactivated the older missions and founded 
several new ones. Their brief apostolate was 
cut short in 1751 when the Indians rebelled, 
adding two of the priests to the martyrology. 

In 1767, the expelled Society of Jesus 
withdrew from Arizona’s thinly populated 16 
pueblos and was replaced by the Franciscans 
who labored in the area until 1829. Much of 
Pimeria Alta was included in the Gadsden 
Purchase in 1853 but received little or no 


ecclesiastical attention until 1868 when a’ 


vicariate was set up for the territory of New 
Mexico.

This week in Insights 


THIS WEEK IN INSIGHTS, the rebuilding of Jerusalem and the Temple after the 
Babylonian exile as described by Ezra, Nehemiah and the Chronicles is discussed. 


NEXT WEEK the theme of ‘‘Openness to the Nations’’ continues the history of 
post-exilic Judaism. The books of Ruth and Jonah were written to combat a narrow 
nationalistic view of salvation which evolved in Jewish thought after the exile. They 
stress God’s universal will to save and react against the anti-Gentile attitude which 
denied salvation to all but the Jews. 


Father John Castelot, SS, writes the theme article. Father Peter Henriot, SJ, applies 
the message of Ruth and Jonah to Christian life, while Father Alfred McBride, 
continuing his profiles of Bible personalities, reviews the character of Sirach. 

For the study of the ‘‘Openness to the Nations’? theme, we recommend reading the 
books of Ruth and Jonah. The book of Sirach should also be read.

The edict of the Persian conqueror Cyrus - 


ending the Babylonian Exile, the homecom- 
ing of the Jews, the cool reception they 
received upon their arrival, the attempts to 
rebuild the temple; failure, discouragement, 
and eventual success; subsequent apathy 
and shoddiness in religion and morals— 
what is our source of information on all this? 
The only really direct source is to be found in 
the books of Ezra and Nehemiah. 


These two books originally formed part of 
a trilogy, the first part of which was 
Chronicles (Paralipomenon). In the course of 
time this collection was broken up into the 
three distinct books which we read in our 
Bibles today. 


THE BOOKS of Ezra and Nehemiah are 
named after the central characters whose 
activities are described therein. Forming the 
heart of each of them is an autobiographical 
section known as the Memoirs of Ezra and 
Nehemiah. 


A later editor, known as the Chronicler, 
made these autobiographiés the basis of a 
general history of the period. He added to 
them a number of official documents from 
the same era: government edicts, letters, 
lists of repatriates, reports of various kinds. 
Thanks to his work, we know a great deal 
about a century which would otherwise be 
shrouded in dark mystery. 


Ezra was a priest who returned from 
Babylon in 458 B.C. armed with credentials 
and some much needed funds from the 
ruling Persian monarch, Artaxerxes I. These 
credentials authorized him to clean up the 
mess which the lethargy of his compatriots 
was allowing to get worse and worse. 


HE WAS specifically concerned with two 
basic aspects of national life, the judicial and 
the liturgical. These were, in fact, the two 
sore spots whose festering was infecting the 
whole body politic and which, if not 
cauterized, would poison the nation thor- 
oughly, fatally. 


One of the most serious causes of thé 
people’s trouble was mixed marriages 
between Jewish men and Gentile girls. It 
wasn’t a question simply of the girls being 
non-Jews, but of their being pagan. Even 
members of the priesthood had entered such 
unions, and the task which confronted Ezra 
was understandably quite touchy. 


He managed to carry it out, however, with 
some measure of success. He did not have 
the same luck with the rebuilding of the city 
walls, largely because of the sabotage of the 
Samaritans. The morale of the people, which 
had begun to pick up, slipped again. 


NEWS OF THE difficulties which had 
overtaken Ezra in his work of reform filtered 
back to Babylon. One man in particular was 
alarmed and decided to come to Ezra’s aid. 
His name was Nehemiah. He arrived in 
Jerusalem in 446 with the necessary 
authorization, and his energetic efforts 
succeeded where Ezra had failed, in the 
rebuilding of the city walls. 


This gave the Jews a new sense of security 
and of rightful pride. Their morale soared, 
but this was just a necessary prelude to the 
really important project: revitalizing that 
religious life v;-hich was the very lifeblood of 
the nation.; The Law, finally edited by 


promulgated. It was to be henceforth the 
constitution of the Jewish Commonwealth, 
the solid basis of national and personal life. 


Many practical difficulties remained, and 
after returning to Babylon, Nehemiah had to 
come back again in 425. But in the end his 
efforts paid off. He was truly a remarkable 
man. His services to his nation, to his 
religion, defy measurement. He occupies a 
well deserved place next to Ezra as one of 
the pillars of Judaism. 


THE MAN WHO edited these two books 
also produced a sweeping survey of sacred 
history from creation to about the middle of 
the fifth century. Why? After all, his people 
were now in possession of that majestic 
synthesis put together by the priestly editors 
of the sixth-fifth centuries. 


This imposing work, comprising the 
Pentateuch (Law) and the Deuteronomic 
history, was a crystallization of the finest 
historical and theological traditions of the 
Israelites. We have met these traditions 
under the names of the Yahwist, Elohist, 
Deuteronomist, and Priestly. 


Each of these traditions was a response to 
the needs of changing times, and the author 
of Chronicles lived at a time when the nation 
had undergone dramatic changes. The 
monarchy had fallen, the people had been 
chastened in the fires of exile and had come 
back to a way of life far different from that of 
their fathers. The high priest had supplanted 
the king as ruler of the little country, now a 
satellite of Persia. At the risk of 
oversimplification, we may say that the 
kingdom had become a church. 


YOU MIGHT think, in view of all this, that 
history would play up the role of the 
priesthood in the divine plan. Actually it is 
the royalty which comes in for the lion’s 
share of attention, and specifically the house 
of David. 


He refocuses the eyes of his people on 
David, and paints a largely idealized picture 
of that already idolized king. David is second 
only to Moses. He is the second great 
lawgiver, responsible especially for the ~ 
perfection of the temple liturgy. 


Our author’s chief purpose was to give a 
panoramic view of the kingdom of God 
within the framework of the Davidic 
monarchy. For his material he had many 
sources: all the sacred books already written 
plus many documents not yet used. This 
material he adapted quite freely, suppres- 
sing data which would hurt his thesis and 
underscoring facts which supported it. 


A COMPARISON of Chronicles with 
Samuel and Kings is full of surprises—but 
remember, our author’sinterest was 
primarily theological, not historical. Not that 
he distorted history; he couldn’t afford to 
without defeating his purpose. 


Rather, he chose his facts carefully and 
used them with the freedom typical of 
historical writing in his day. His writings are 
not mere annals, records; neither were they 
intended to supply the omissions of former 
works. They stand on their own merits as an 
advanced theology of history which stresses 
the providential role of the house of David 
and holds out bright hopes for its florious 
restoration.

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Ezra, Nehemiah and Chronicles 


The history of 
community, covenant 
and the cult 


By William E. May 


The two books of Chronicles review 
Jewish history from the beginnings to the 
fall of Jerusalem in 587 B.C., whereas the 
books of Ezra and Nehemiah tell the story of 
the repeopling of Jerusalem and ‘the 
rebuilding of its walls after the Jews were 
allowed by Cyrus the Great to return from 
exile. 


Originally these four books formed one 
large historical narrative in the Old 
Testament. Their authors lived during the 
third century before Christ (after the return 
from exile), and the historical situation at the 
time provides us with an insight into the 
meaning and purpose of the books. 


WHEN THE Chronicler reviewed the past 
history of the Jewish community, its political 
power and military accomplishments were 
things of the past. Although the rule of 
Cyrus was benign and allowed the people 
some degree of self-determination, the Jews 
were constantly reminded of their van- 
quished state and their subjection to a 
foreign power. 


Thus his purpose in retelling the story of 
Israel’s past, and in particular in relating the 
story of the great kings David and Solomon, 
was to help his people see that not national 
and worldly glory but religious zeal would 
have to be the source of Jewish strength and 
greatness. 


Thus the David that is portrayed in the 
first book of Chronicles is the ideal king 
whose power lies not in military might but in 
patient fidelity to the one and only God, the 
God who had covenanted Himself with the 
Jewish people, making them His own. 


THIS IS BROUGHT out most strikingly 
perhaps in the prayer that the Chronicler 
puts on the lips of David, the king who was 
the glory of his people: 


““O Lord, there is no one like you and 
there is no God but you...You made 
your people Israel your own forever, 
and you, O God, became their God. 
Therefore, O Lord, may the promise 
that you have uttered concerning your 
servant and his house remain firm 
forever. Bring about what you have 
promised, that your renown as Lord of 
hosts, God of Israel, may be great and 
abide forever’ (1 Chronicles 17:20, 
22-23). 


The Chronicler, indeed, was not so much 
a historian as a theologian. He was one of 
those rare individuals who are able to see 
beyond the interplay of seemingly isolated 
events the workings of God in history. 


Throughout the books of Chronicles is a 
concern that the community of Israel, the 


‘Jewish people recognize that their dignity 


consists in the fact that the saving God of 


history has chosen them for His own. They in 
turn are to be His faithful ministers, witness- 
ing to Him and offering Him worthy worship 
that wells up from their grateful hearts. 


CONSEQUENTLY throughout these books 
we discover that the clergy play a leading 
part, not merely the priests and Levites but 
the lower clergy as well, the gatekeepers and 
the cantors. The sacred character of the 
clergy extends to the entire people by their 
participation in the communion sacrifices. 


Chronicles tell us, then, that we, the 
people of God, are to be a royal priesthood. 
We are to live in the spirit of David, whose 
chief glory consisted in his fidelity to the 
covenant, and in the spirit of his son 
Solomon, whose only prayer was for the 
wisdom that only God can give (cf. 2 
Chronicles 1). And above all, we are to a 
people burning with zeal for the Lord, whose 
mercy, the Chronicler reminds us time and 
time again, ‘‘endures ‘forever’? (cf. 1 
Chronicles 6-7). 


Ezra and Nehemiah were the outstanding 
spiritual leaders of the Jewish people after 
their return from exile. Three themes 
dominate the book and work of Ezra: the 
chosen people covenanted to the Lord, the 
Temple, and the Law. 


AGAIN AND again Ezra reminds his 
people that they are slaves, but he rouses 
them to love by making them vividly aware 
that ‘‘God has not abandoned us in our 
servitude”’ but has rather ‘‘given us new life 
to raise again the house of our God and 
restore its ruins’’ (Ezra 9:9). To enable the 
community more faithfullly to witness to the 
one and only God, Ezra strengthened the 
roles that school and synogogue played 
within the community. 


Nehemiah is portrayed as a_ vivid 
personality, ungrudging of effort yet 
prudent and deliberate. In his beautiful 
confession of faith, he stresses the greatness 
and mercy of God: ‘‘O our God, great, 
mighty, and awesome God, you who in your 
mercy preserve the covenant, take into 
account all the disasters that have befallen 
us...In all that has come upon us, you have 
been just, for you kept faith while we have 
done evil.’’ (Nehemiah 9:32-33). 


We can learn much from these books of 
the Old Testament. Like the Jews of the 
third century, we must humbly confess that 
evil that we have done and our faithlessness 
to the God who loves us so much that He 
sent us His only Son. 


Like them, we need to be reminded that 
the God who has chosen us is above all a God 
of mercy and forgiveness, the one who will 
never betray us and abandon us in our need. 
Like them, we need to strengthen the 
“‘walls’’ of our faith and open our hearts to 
the Word of God.

Bible Profiles 


Ecclesiastes: 
Theater of the Absurd

Popular tradition refers to the author of 
Ecclesiastes as the Preacher. Were he alive 
today, he would probably either write plays 
for the theater of the absurd or be an 
existentialist with faith in God. This 
Preacher was a prosperous resident of 
suburban Jerusalem in 200 B.C. In the 
evening of his life he summarizes his search 
for meaning and happiness. 


His conclusions are bittersweet. He feels 
himself too experienced to be an idealist and 
too religious to be a pessimist. He saw that 
most of man’s strivings are absurd. “Vanity 
of vanities all things are vanity.” (1:1) He 
observes the absurdity of life as partly 
amusing and partly pathetic. He combines 
tragedy and comedy in one vision, thus cries 
and laughs at the same time. 


WHY DO WE struggle so much, He 
muses. A century from now all things will be 
the same. There is nothing new under the 
sun. Shakespeare echoes the same senti- 
ment in the well known ‘‘Tomorrow’’ 
speech in which he sees man as a poor player 
who struts and frets his hour upon the stage, 
and then is heard from no more. 

The Prvucher tells of his pursuit of 
happiness. He looked for it in the pursuit of 
knowledge and scholarship. He set himself 
the goal of becoming the best read, most 
knowledgeable and best informed man in the 
world. He soaked up culture, pondered all 
the wisdom sayings and thought to become 
the wisest man in history. The result was as 
disappointing to him as to those who seek 
their happiness in money. 


“For in much wisdom there is much 
sorrow : 

And he who stores up knowledge 
Stores up grief.’’ (1:18) 

Perhaps pleasure is the key to happiness. 
He cried for madder music and paid for 
stronger wine. He built himself showcase 
mansions and surrounded them with lavish 
gardens. Like an English Lord he purchased 
woodlands for the private hunt and vast 
flocks of sheep for investment. 


HE SUPER-INDULGED in‘ sex and never 
denied himself any possible pleasure. The 
result in the end was the same. He felt as 
though he were chasing wind. Learning had 
made him a wise man. The pursuit of 
pleasure made him a fool. 

Yet neither as wise man nor fool did he 
find the happiness he sought. ‘‘Therefore, I 
loathed life.’’ (1:17) He knew that all the 


possessions he worked so hard to acquire 
would be fought over and squandered by his 
heirs. What joy can there be in this? 

He acquired a very unsentimental view of 
life. He observed that people who do good 
are not rewarded. Evil people prosper and 
good ones are despised. The fastest runner 
doesn’t always win the race. The strongest 
man doesn’t always win the battle. Even the 
qualified businessman will go bankrupt. 
“For a time of calamity comes to all alike.”’ 
(9:11) 


HE KNOWS how things ought to be, but 
he stares steadily at things as they are. From 
such reflections he distills his famed ode to 
time. Everything has a season. Life is an 
inevitable mixture of laughter and tears, 
despairing and hoping, a dark side and-a 
bright side, a time to take comfort in the 
facts and a time to be depressed by them. 

“There is an appointed time for 
everything... 

A time to love and a time to hate; 

A time of war and a time of peace.” 
(Read 3:1-8) 

Thus take the world as you find it. Don’t 
let it get you down. Enjoy your meals and let 
your heart be merry with wine. Keep yourself 
up and take pride in the way you look. 
Appreciate your family as long as they are 
with you. 

Be thrilled with your strength while you 
are young and listen to the call of your heart. 
His thoughts about youth appear again in 
Hamlet where Polonius says-to his son, 
Laertes, ‘‘This. above all to thine own self to 
true, and then it shall follow as the day the 
sun, thou canst not be false to any man.” 


HE CONCLUDES his honest and frank 
appraisal of life with these words. ‘‘The last 
word, when all is heard. Fear God and keep 
his commandments, for this is man’s all; 
because God will bring to judgment every 
work, with all its hidden qualities, whether 
good or bad.’’ (12:13) 

The Preacher’s view of life is one sided. 
He brings comfort to weary people tired of 
the confusions of life. He gives little 
inspiration to any brave heart that would set 
out to change the world and make it a better 
place. He seems a bit overly concerned with 
himself and not too interested in a selfless 
effort to bring happiness to others. 

Yet he has a viewpoint that is not without 
merit for moments when the world and its 
mysteries are too much with us. He grants a 
small breathing space. And to paraphrase 
him, ‘‘Maybe we need a time for that, too.”’

People can be 
wounded by love

Boudleaux Bryant sings a different kind of 
love song—‘‘Love is just a lie made to make 
you blue. Love hurts.’’ You can almost feel 
the singer’s anguish. It’s the anguish of 
someone who has been wounded by the one 
he loves—someone who has fought back by 
becoming cynical. 


This song gives the impression that the 
singer didn’t expect the possibility of pain 
ever being present in his love relationship. 
Such an attitude is not uncommon. All too 
many people do not understand that every 
love relationship is made up of good and 
bad. 


THERE IS no such thing on earth as 
Utopia. Being in love with someone does not 
promise uninterrupted happiness. And if 
this is what we expect, when rough times 
come (and they are bound to), we cannot 
cope. These experiences will be unspeakably 
bad, so bad that we cannot see beyond them. 


Real love is not blind. But people are often 
blind to reality. We can still be optimistic 
about the loves of our lives without losing 
reality. People in love much accept the other 
person’s faults as well as his endearing 
qualities. 


Without this acceptance, love cannot grow. 
To see only the good things about another is 
actually making someone an idol. And when 
the idol’s faults suddenly loom on the 
horizon (and they will); the idol topples 
tragically. Recognizing and accepting faults 
of one you love is a necessary part of mature 
love. 


YET EVEN when differences are recog- 
nized and accepted, love can cause pain. 
Love can cause pain because people in love 
are capable of making mistakes. There is 
always the possibility that one can turn on 
the other, betray or reject the other. Yes, 
every love is a risk because it involves 


entrusting a part of one’s life into the care of 
another. 


That is why it is so crucial for people in 
love to take their time. Love is not the 
all-at-once intense relationship the radio 
would have you believe. Love needs time 


and space to be considered for many more - 


angles than just the feeling level. People 
thinking of marriage especially need time to 
consider both sides of the traditional 
marriage vows, the better and the worse, the 
richer and the poorer, the sickness and the 
good health. 


But not even the best preparation can 
eliminate pain from love. People just have a 
way of getting under each other’s skin. The 
important question here is, ‘‘What do I do 
with the hurts and disappointments and 
frustrations we all know in love? Do I blow 
the little ones off as insignificant, try to work 
them out, ask forgiveness when I am at 
fault? Or do I let them build up, hold 
grudges and let little issues turn into big 
ones? 


‘WHAT ABOUT the big hurts, the times - 
when love seems to leave me empty-handed, - 


when people trample on my dreams and 
make me feel that it’s not worth trying any 
more? Do I feel sorry for myself and turn 
bitter against love and life? Or can I pick 
myself up and know that I am still a 
worthwhile person capable of love and being 


‘loved?’’ Love proves its strength under 


pressure and despite pain. 


‘‘Love is like a flame, it burns you when 
it’s hot. Love hurts.’’ That’s one way of 
looking at it. But a flame can also light up 
one’s life and one’s world. It can warm and 
comfort, dispel fear and bring cheer. It all 
depends on how you tend the flame and how 
you care for love.

i A Living Parish 


Some new ideas from 


a parish in the south

The Jesuit fathers who direct and staff St. 
Ignatius parish in Mobile, Ala., use various 
creative approaches for the spiritual growth 
of their people and the steady improvement 
of .their worship. Some of these basic 
concepts could be easily and profitably 
adapted by many of our Catholic churches in 
the United States. 


Membership and Activities Committee 


When a new parishioner or family enrolls 
at St. Ignatius, they promptly receive a letter 
from the chairperson of this group with 
several enclosures. That packet includes a 
directory containing a list of all parish 
members with a brief description of the 
church’s various organizations, a copy of the 
weekly bulletin, a time and ability volunteer 
form, and a flier explaining their tithing 
program. 


SOME PHRASES from the welcoming 
letter typify the spirit behind this effort: 


“*A cordial welcome to St. Ignatius parish! 
Your fellow parishioners are happy that you 
have joined us and we hope that you will find 
spiritual and material benefits in your new 
residence...May you have many happy years 
in the parish.” 


Host and hostess for Mass 


The liturgical committee has developed a 
corps of persons whose task it is to arrive for 
Sunday liturgies 15 minutes early. 


An explanatory letter to those who 
accepted this responsibility summarizes 
their function: 


“WE FIRMLY believe that your task is 
one of paramount importance, because true 
celebration requires a sense of love that 
others in our parish feel for each one of us. 
This, in essence, we believe is your role: to 
show some of the love of others, of Jesus, for 
each person at our liturgy, by saying ‘hello’ 
or ‘good morning’ or whatever you think 
appropriate. 


“This warm greeting naturally will be 
extended to your friends, those whom you 
know by sight, etc., but we especially urge 
you to greet the stranger, the one whose face 
is unfamiliar to you, because chances are 
that he will be unfamiliar to most and 
therefore might go unacknowledged if it is 
not for your greeting.”’ 


Male and female lectors 
Each weekend Mass has two lectors (a 


practice some might question, believing a 
single reader is more effective), one a man, 
the other a woman. 


These pairs were not, at least on the 
occasion I observed, husband and wife 
teams (a procedure familiar to and strongly 
encouraged by Marriage Encounter 
couples), but simply random combinations of 
men and women—some married, others not. 


Stewardship of time and ability 


New parishioners upon arrival and old 
members once a year have an opportunity to 
offer their services for a host of tasks. They 
do so by means of a sheet which suggests 50 
possibilities in the areas of worship, service, 
Christian formation, parish school, publicity, 
maintenance and marriage preparation. 


The introductory paragraph reads: 


“In grateful. response to God for his 
generous gifts of time and ability to me as 
his steward, I volunteer to return to God, as I 
am able, my time and ability for Christ’s 
work in my parish as indicated below:”’ 


Tithing 


Father Herbert Conner, the ‘pastor, and 
his staff introduced a tithing program 
several years ago in which parishioners were 
asked to donate 5 per cent of their income to 
the church. The other 5 per cent of that 
tithing for God would be given by the 
member to other charities. 


This paragraph for their annual financial 
report summarizes the spirit behind tithing 
at St. Ignatius: 


“THE TITHE takes the form of a prayer, 
an act of worship, to acknowledge His living 
providence in your life. You give to God also 
to express your thanks for his many 
blessings, and God will not be outdone by 
your generosity. God knows what you really 
need and he will give it to you in 
abundance.’’ 


The results have, I think, been remark- 
able. In a parish of 750 registered families 
the receipts for 1974-75 came to $283,955. 
This enabled the parish last year to pay off 
$100,000 of the debt and still subsidize the 
school operation to the tune of $55,000. 


Father Conner is convinced of the 
blessings this generosity brings upon the 
givers. He writes: ‘‘During the days ahead, 
you and your loved ones will surely 
experience joys from God. A thousand joys. 
Too rich to measure. Too beautiful to 
describe.”’

La Biblia—Viejo Testamento 


Historiadores pos Exilicos

La terminacion del Exilio en Babilonia por 
edicto del conquistador Ciro, el regreso de 
los judios, la fria recepcion al llegar, los 
intentos de reconstruir el Templo; fracaso, 
desilusion, y exito final; apatia y descuidado 
en la religion y los morales—cual es la 
fuente de toda esta informacion? Los libros 
de Ezra y Nehemias son las verdaderas 
fuentes. 


Originalmente, estos libros formaron 
parte de una trilogia, la primera siendo 
Cronicas (Paralipomenon). Con el transcurso 
del tiempo esta coleccion fue separado en los 
tres libros que leemos hoy dia en nuestras 
Biblias. 

LOS LIBROS de Ezra y Nehemias llevan 
los nombres de los protagonistas principales 
de los libros. Las partes principales de cada 
uno de los libros se conocen como las 


*Memorias de Ezra y Nehemias. 


Un cronista posterior hizo una historia 
general del periodo basado en _ estas 
autobiografias. Agrego varios documentos 
oficiales de la epoca: edictos, cartas, listas 
de repatriados, informes de varios tipos. 
Gracias a su trabajo, sabemos bastante 
sobre acerca de un siglo que seguramente 
seria un misterio. 


El sacerdote Ezra regreso de Babilonia en 
458 A.C. encargado por el monarca 
Artaxerxes I con la tarea de reformar el 
desajuste que habian dejado sus compatrio- 
tas. 


Su preocupacion principal eran los 
-aspectos liturgicos y judiciales de la vida 
nacional judia. Estos eran los dos aspectos 
que infectaban toda la nacion en forma 
incurable. 


UNO DE LOS problemas mas serios fue 
los matrimonios entre varones judios y 
mujeres gentiles. El asunto se agravo 
porque las mujeres eran paganos. Hasta los 
sacerdotes se habian casados con ellas, y la 
tarea de Ezra se torno muy delicado. Tuvo 
cierto exito sin embargo, pero no con el muro 
de la ciudad debido el sabotage de los 
samaritanos. El moral del pueblo subio pero 
se volvio a bajar con estos obstaculos. 


Noticias de los problemas que Ezra estaba 
sufriendo llegaron a Babilonia...Un hombre 
en especial se alarmo mucho y decidio ir en 
ayuda de Ezra. Este era Nehemias. Llego a 
Jerusalen en 446 con autorizacion y sus 
energicos esfuerzos tuvieron exito en la 
construccion de los muros de la ciudad. 


Los judios cogieron un nuevo sentido de 
orgullo y seguridad. Subio la moral del 
pueblo pero esto no era mas que un preludio 
al proyecto mas importante: dar vida nueva a 
la religion del pueblo que era su aspecto mas 
importante. Finalmente, la ley, editado por 
los sacerdotes, fue publicado. De entonces 


en adelante formo la constitucion de la 
nacion y la base de la vida nacional y 
personal. Pees 


MUCHAS dificultades quedaron y des- 
pues de regresar a Babilonia Nehemias tuvo 
que volver otra vez en 425. Al fin, sus 
esfuerzos dieron resultados y este hombre 
extraordinario dio un servicio profundo a su 
nacion y su religion. Ocupa un lugar 
distinguido y merecido en la historia del 
judaismo. 

La persona que edito estos libros produjo 
un panorama de historia sagrada desde la 
creacion hasta la mitad del quinto siglo. 
Porque hacerlo? Su pueblo ya poseia el 
sintesis compilado por los editores sacerdo- 
tes de los siglos cinco y seis. 


Esta imponente obra que incluia el 
Pentateuco (la Ley) la historia Deuteronom- 
ico fue una compilacion de las tradiciones 
historicas y teologicas de los israelitas. 
Hemos visto estas tradiciones como Yavista, 
Elohista, Deuteromista, y Sacerdotal. 


CADA UNA DE estas tradiciones surtia la 
necesidad de los cambios de la epoca y el 
autor de la Cronica vivioven un momento de 
cambios dramaticos. Se habia caido la 
monarquia, el pueblo fue castigado en el 
Exilio y habia regresado a una vida distinta a 
la de sus antepasados. El sacerdote habia 
reemplazado a los reyes como regidor del 
pais, ahora un satelite de Persia. En forma 
simple, podemos decir que el pais se habia 
convertido en iglesia. 


Parece que la historia enfocaria a los 
sacerdotes pero en cambio pone toda su 
atencion en la casa de David. Enfoca la 
mirada de su pueblo en David y lo pone de 
ideal junto a Moises. Es el segundo dador de 
leyes especializado en la liturgia del Templo.

‘These kids steal your heart’ at Tecate orphanage

_ TECATE, Mexico—‘‘They steal your heart, these 
kids.’’ 


Passionist Father Henry Vetter laughs as a dozen 


young boys at the Rancho Nazareth Orfanatorio - 


proceed to steal his ‘‘bedroom, office, workroom, 
junkroom’’ to be playroom, too, this Saturday 
morning. : 


For January, Tecate is bright, warm, with a steady 
supply of sunshine. Six miles out of town, up a long, 
bumpy dirt lane, there is a steady supply of boys age 
5 to 15 who work, play, share good times and the 
love of God with Father Vetter and five Sisters of the 
Sacred Heart of the Poor Children. 


THERE ARE 75 boys at the orphanage, not 
counting whomever the priest has picked up along 
the highway in the meantime. With completion of a 
new dormitory within the next few weeks, there will 
be space for more than 100. 


“Twenty-four boys think they have a mother-and 
maybe a dad, but they haven’t seen them in five or 
six years,’’ Father Vetter explains. Government red 
tape normally precludes adoptions anyway, even 
though requests arrive for children to adopt. 


You almost wonder if the boys care. Although food 
is not plentiful and material possessions are few, the 
children- have found that life here is healthy and 
happy,.and the alternative—life back out on the 
Sstreets—is not worth considering. 


COMPARED WITH other orphanages in Mexico 
—none of which receives government assistance— 
Rancho Nazareth is fairly well off. Everything it has, 
however, has come about through the generosity of 


Americans, particularly Southern California Catho- 
lics. 


A self-styled ‘“hobo missionary,’’ Father Vetter 
began his ministry to Mexico 25 years ago’, coming 
south whenever he could from his priestly duties in 
the Los Angeles archdiocese. 


In his travels in Baja California, he found that 
“The poorer the village, the richer the faith,’’ and 
there was far more faith than priests to preach it and 
nurture it. 


BY THE TIME Father Vetter could start Rancho 
Nazareth, seven years- ago, his Passionist 
community knew it had lost him to Mexico, and 
permitted him to stay permanently. 

“This site was our ‘pig ina poke’,’’ he says. ‘‘It 
was bought at night, and so we signed the papers 
without seeing the property. 

“’We had been looking for five days, and land was 
So expensive.

for $15,000, so we took it.’’ By a later survey, the 
property actually proved to be 168 acres. 


FOUR YEARS AGO, the Sisters came, led by 
Mother Anna Maria. They are a Mexican order of 
Sisters who devote themselves to caring for orphans. 


Father Vetter sings their praises! “‘They are here 
every day of the week, month, year. They supervise 
the kids, do the cooking, laundry and ironing, and 
teach the classes.’’ 


Everyone, including the smallest boys, rises at 
5:45 a.m. on school days. There is Mass in the 
cafeteria. Then the boys above third grade take the 
bus into school at Tecate, while the younger ones 
learn from the Sisters right at the orphanage. 


FATHER VETTER hopes to establish shops at the 
ranch, to make it more self-supporting and to teach 
the boys trades such as leatherwork and printing, so 
he’s keeping his eyes open for suitable equipment. 


“| could never go back to American children,’” he 
says. ‘‘My boys are so easy, so cooperative. They 
have nothing of the persecution complex, and our 
only disciplinary threat is that they are free to leave 
at any time. 


“Eventually, he would like to create a camp on the 
ranch for his boys. But until then, he says, “‘it 


doesn’t cost anything to make plans or dream,’ 


JOHN SULLIVAN, a UC-San Diego freshman who 
attends the Newman Center there, drives down on 
weekends to work on the newest project, a dormitory 
with a kitchen and dining room on the ground floor. 


Father Joseph di Cristina, a retired diocesan 


‘priest, financed the tiling and labor expenses. And 


chaperoned teenagers from St. Margaret Mary, 
Lomita, come down on weekends to volunteer help 
digging ditches, painting, Carpentering and 
applying stucco and sealer. 

St. Hilary’s parish in Pico Rivera was instrumental 
in starting the building, financially and in the form 
of volunteer labor almost every weekend. 


THE TIME, TALENTS and building materials of 
numerous San Diego area electricians, plumbers, 
contractors, construction workers. and lumber 
companies have also been involved. 


Because food is a ‘‘constant worry’’ (‘‘We go 
through 100 Ibs. of powdered milk a week and buy 
beans by the ton’’), interdenominational groups 
such as ABC Aid for Baja California and Los Ninos 
work to keep food and supplies coming into Rancho 
Nazareth as needed. 


Little by little, the dream is coming true.

San Bernardino agency offers 


helping hand to those in need

SAN BERNARDINO—Although God is 
ever present to provide spiritual strength to 
see us through difficult times, sometimes a 
helping hand from a friend is needed, too. 


And the Catholic Community Services 
Center here is ready with a friendly hand for 
families and individuals who call there. 

SERVICES AT the center are provided by 
Director Robert B. Morris; Sister Leah Long, 
case worker. and counselor; and Vicki 
Woods, secretary-office manager. 

Three licensed family counselors also are 
retained to provide services during night 
hours. 


The Center has expanded its services from 


predominently providing emergency finan- . 


cial and housing assistance to include: 
family counseling, parent-children relation- 
ship, pregnancy, and general counseling. 


‘OWE ARE part of the Catholic Community 
Services for the San Diego diocese,’’ Morris 
said, ‘‘and our budget i is very limited where 
financial assistance is concerned.’’ 


He said some immediate help can be given 
when people suffer financial and housing 
difficulties, but not for extended periods. In 
such cases, Morris said, clients are referred 
to other agencies a to provide extended 
financial help. - 


‘Neither do we provide psychiatric 
counseling,’’ said Morris. ‘‘We advise and 
counsel people with immediate, temporary 
personal problems. People with serious 


’ 


mental problems are referred to the proper 
agencies.’’ 


THE AGENCY cooperates with a network 
“of other social agencies throughout the area, 


all referring clients from one to the other 
depending on the type of services needed. 


‘“‘There’s a cooperative interchange of 
information, so when we are unable to help a 
person,’’ said Sister Long, ‘‘we can nearly 
always refer him to the right place for help.”’ 


She said the center’s assistance work is 
growing by leaps and bounds. “‘It’s grown 
especially since September last year, when 
Bob came in as director.”’ 


THE MONTHLY caseload runs to 300 
counseling hours with 138 of those being 
done during the agency’s night Renneeling 
sessions, she explained. 


Commenting on the agency’s increased 
workload, Morris said, ‘‘The majority of our 
clients come to us from parish referrals, or 
referrals by people who we have helped. I 
guess they felt good about it and 
recommended us to others in need of 
professional counseling,’’ Morris said. 


He said current efforts are geared. to 
making services of the center known and 
used by parishes throughout the Inland 
Empire. 


‘“WE’D LIKE the parishes to know that 
we’re not competing with them,’’ Morris 
said. ‘‘We exist and provide services helpful 
to parishes and parishioners. We’re not an 
island of our own.” — 


He said he’s willing to make personal 
appearances at parish functions to describe 
the agency’s aims and work. 


“Our topics can be made general or 
specific,’’ Morris said, ‘‘and we’ll fit the 
subject to suit the parish. The parish just has 
to call us and set up a time and place for us 
to appear. We’ll be there.”’

‘Farm labor board must be funded’ 


SAN FRANCISCO (NC)— 
The bishops of. California 
have issued a special state- 
ment in which they express 


strong opposition ‘‘to any: 


efforts to block the funding of 
the state Agricultural Labor 
Relations Board (ALRB).”’ 


Their statement came at a 
time when the State As- 
sembly Speaker Leo McCar- 
thy charged that some rural 

legislators, Republican and 
Democrat, were trying to 


scuttle the new farm labor 
law so as ‘‘to curry political 
favor with parts of the voting 
population.”’ 


The legislature is discuss- 
ing an ‘urgent $3.8 million 
appropriation’’ to keep the 
ALRB in operation until the 
end of the fiscal year June 
30. Speaker McCarthy admit- 
ted that there are not yet 
sufficient votes to pass the 
appropriation, which has 
major opposition from grow- 


Cursillo Movement acts fo heal 
threatened Spanish, English split 


DALLAS, Tex. (NC) — 
Steps were taken to heal a 
threatened split between the 
Spanish-speaking and Eng- 
lish-speaking members of 
the Cursillo Movement at a 
meeting of the organization’s 
national secretariat here Jan. 
15-18. 


Spanish - speaking and 
English-speaking represent- 
atives from the movement’s 
12 regions were present at 
the Dallas meeting, together 
with Bishop Joseph Green, 
retired bishop of Reno, Nev., 
the national episcopal ad- 
visor; Bishop Michael Begley 
of Charlotte, N.C.; and 
Bishop Thomas Tschoepe of 
Dallas. 


MEMBERS OF the secre- 
tariat undertook a study of 
complaints of some Spanish- 
speaking Cursillistas and in a 
statement released at the 
conclusion of the meeting 
stated that ‘‘while there is 
unity between. all segments 
of the movement of the 
regional and national level, 
misinformation and poor 
communication led to mis- 
understanding and division 
in some areas.” 


A new national Spanish- 
speaking coordinator was 
appointed, Edward Kalbfle- 
ish of New York, a Puerto 
Rican, who replaces Modesto 
Chavarria, a Californian.

150 local Cursillo secre- 
tariats in 126 dioceses, 
according to Gerald Hughes, 
national coordinator. About 
80 per cent are English- 
speaking. 

HUGHES SAID in an 
interview that ‘‘we are 
obligated now and in the 
future to one national secre- 
tariat. We are hopeful that 
those few diocesan move- 
ments which have expressed 
a desire to separate will 
immediately reconsider.”’

MC CARTHY SAID the 
ALRB may well have to shut 
down at the end of the month 
until the new fiscal year 
begins. ‘‘But,’’ he said 
“there can be no going back 
as far as the fundamental 
purposes of the Agricultural 
Labor Relations Act is con- 
cerned. 


“One of the important 
objectives that we had in 
passing the law was to bring 
relative peace to California 
agriculture. We wanted ‘to 
stop the bloodshed, to stop 
the violence, and the vandal- 
ism that both sides alleged 
the others participated in.

Bishop foresees deacon training 
for women to minister to sick 


PHOENIX, Ariz. (NC) — 
Bishop Edward A. McCarthy 
of Phoenix said he envisions 
a program for women that 
would give them the same 
training as deacons, equip- 
ping them to perform many 
functions of deacons. 


“T would still have to make 
the distinction that the 
deacons are ordained,’’ Bish- 
op McCarthy said. ‘‘I could 
not ordain the women but 
they still could take the same 
sort of training.”’ 


WOMEN SO trained, the 


bishop said, ‘‘could take the 
Eucharist to the- sick. The 
diaconate, by its very nature, 
is a ministry of service and I 
can see ‘them in a very 
special: way ministering to 
the sick.” 

Because Catholic Church 
law now limits ordination to 
the diaconate to men, women 
who had the same training as 
ordained deacons could not 
baptize or preside as official 
witnesses at marriages, Bish- 
op McCarthy explained.

‘National hymnal not practical at present’ 


A national hymnal is not 
practical at present, accord- 
ing to Father Dennis Krouse, 
chairman of the diocesan 
commission for liturgy and 
prayer. 

On his return from Pevely, 
Mo., and a three-day meet- 
ing of the board of directors 
of the Federation of Diocesan 
Liturgical Commissions he 
said the board finds that a 
national hymnal cannot be 
satisfactorily produced at 
this time. Instead the FDLC 
is to issue guidelines to help 
parishes to choose a suitable 


hymnal. 


Another matter discussed 
related to music copyright, 
and the FDLC seeks ways to 
establish a, more equitable 
system for church music, he 
said. 

The agenda also included 
church art and architecture, 
publications, the liturgical 
calendar and the liturgy of 
the hours. Father Daniel 
Coughlin of Chicago, was 
re-elected chairman. Father 
Krouse is one of two 
representatives on the board 
from the western region.

Pastor's point of view 


My priesthood means this

‘Your Eminence, my brother priests, and 
the people we serve; 25 years ago we were 
ordained by Cardinal Spellman in_ this 
cathedral, and tonight we have returned, all 
23 of us, to concelebrate a Mass of 
Thanksgiving with Cardinal Cooke, our...” 


It was at this point that my mind just - 


wandered off and arrived at a spot where my 
eye had brought it—a diamond-shaped piece 
of green marble, about 2x3 feet, inlaid in the 
sanctuary floor of St. Patrick’s Cathedral in 
New York City. 


THERE WERE many of them, all the 
same, and hardly worth a second glance to 
the ordinary observer, because of all the 
other beautiful things in the cathedral. 


But I was no ordinary observer, I had 
traveled from my duty station in the 
Philippine Islands to New York City, and 
from New York to San Diego, and then, from 
San Diego to New York again, just for this 
moment. 


I was staring at the spot (I was surprised 
how well I remembered it) on which I had 
lain prostrate on the day of my ordination, 
and made promises to God and to myself 
regarding my future life as a Priest. 


FROM THAT green marble spot I had 
started out on a way of life that I have never 
regretted (but rather praise and thank God 
for each day)—a life that has been filled with 
pain and joy like everyone else’s. 


But unlike everyone else’s it has been very 
special and different due to the nature of my 
calling, because I could alleviate pain and 
bring joy into peoples lives in a way that I 
would not have been able to if I had not said 
‘tyes’? to His request of many years ago. 

My priestly ministry, I believe, was given 
me by Christ (John 15:16) and was conferred 
on me by the Sacrament of Holy Orders. By 
the laying on of hands, there was 
communicated to me a gift of the Holy Spirit 
which cannot be lost (2 Timothy 1:6) and this 
reality configures the ordained minister to 


Christ the priest, consecrates him, and 


makes him a sharer in Christ’s mission. 


ST. PAUL, ‘‘set apart for the Gospel of 
God’’ (Romans 1:1) declares that he became 
all things to all men that he might save all (1 
Corinthians 9:19-23). Priests of the New 
Testament, by their calling and ordination, 
are set apart in the bosom of the People of 
God exactly for that sublime purpose. 


lam a firm believer in the priesthood of all 
believers, because I am still part of that 
group and was called from it to do a special 


work; and we all share in the single © 


priesthood of Christ. 


-I have no doubt or confusion about my 
vocation. I know who I am! I am not just a 


presbyter presiding over the community on 
religious occasions. 

I am an indispensible minister of official 
worship, performed (according to the faith of 
600,000,000 and more Christians) in the 
person of Christ and at the same time, in the 
name of the people. 


I AM A MAN of prayer; the one who 
brings about the eucharistic sacrifice; I give 


life to dead souls; I am a dispenser of grace. 


I am His disciple; a man of blessing; a 
witness to faith; a missionary of the gospel; a 
prophet of hope; a shepherd of God’s 
people; a consoler of the suffering; a 
counselor; a guide; a teacher; a reconciler; a 
friend. 


And I do these things in a special way 
because, as I believe, I am one of God’s 
anointed, his instrument, who conferred his 
Spirit upon me and the thousands of other 
priests in this world, which enables us to 


represent him and to be other Christs, as his 
apostle tells us: ‘‘It is now no longer I who 
live, but Christ lives in me.’’ (Galatians 
PIA) eee 


May I also add a word here about my free 
choice of sacred celibacy? Rather than be 
speaking of loneliness and a lack of human 
live, it signifies a love without reservation 
and a unique charity and friendship which is 
open to all. : 


“«..and so, my brothers (the sermon was 


. now concluding) as we look forward to many 


more years of ministering to needs of God’s 
people, let us never forget...’’ (I don’t 
exactly remember what my classmate said, 
but I had said to myself ‘‘the green, 
diamond-shaped marble inlay on the deck of 
the sanctuary in St. Patrick’s Cathedral’’).

From Catholic Film Newsletter 


THE HINDENBURG—The most recent of 
the disaster films, this one is based on the 
ill-fated voyage of the famous German 
zeppelin in 1937. 


Although the cause of its spectacular 
crash, at Lakehurst, N.J., was never 
determined, one theory was sabotage. 


Director Robert Wise takes this as the 
point of departure for his film showcasing 
George C. Scott as a security officer aboard 
the zeppelin, and Anne Bancroft, as an 
anti-Nazi countess. But the most impressive 
acting comes from Charles Durning, as 
captain, and Richard Dysart, as the airship’s 
former captain. 


Despite plot difficulties, the special effects 
and incorporation of actual newsreel footage 
are superb. In re-creation of the Hindenburg 
flight and the general 30s atmosphere, this 
becomes a moderately entertaining film.
